ASSASSINATED. 

A Fiend Named Czolgosz Shoots 
President McKinley. 

Badly Wounded, But The Chie? 
Executive May Recover. 

Much Better ThlsJMorning. 

t At 8 o'clock this morning President 
McKinley waa resting easy after a 
good night. Everything points to hla 
recovery- and hi# doctors are very 
hopeful. 

An anarchist attempted thenllfe of 
President McKinley In tbe Temple of 
Music at the Buffalo Exposition Friday 
aftsrooon, as told In tbe numerous bul 
letln* posted by this nfflre. He was 
holding a reception and hundred* were 
coming forward to shake hla band. The 
would-be asaaasln had hla right hand 
swathed lo a handkerchief or bandage, 
ln which be concealed a revolver. As 
tbe prealdent extended bla band to 
greet him tbe anarchlat fired twoiaboto 
One of tbe shots struck tbe right breast 
bone and Indicted only a flesh}* wound. 
The other penetrated both wallilof tbe 
stomach, but above the Intestine#. Tbe 
would-be assassin Is Leon Czolgosz. He 
•av* be Is a disciple of Emma Goldman . 
He was overpowered at once, and alter 
being roughly bandied, was taken in 
custody by the police and removed la- 
ter to police headquarters ln>|Buffalo, 
where later In tbe day excited crowds 
surrounded lbe jail crylDg: “Lynch 
him." 

In tbe Metropolitan Methodist 
ch'j-ch In Washington, where the prea- 
ldent le a regular attendant, the| Rev. 
H. R. Naylor, tbe prealdtogielder, de- 
clared in referring to tbe|attempied 
assassination of Preeident McKinley 
that be bad almost become a convert 
to lynch law as tbe proper mode for 
punishing such a desperate criminal. 
At tbe cloee of a prayer service, lbe 
members of tbe congregation] adopted 
a resolution expressing their sympathy 
for the wounded president. 

Six men were arrested ln Chicago on 
Information from Buffalo that they 
were Implicated In the plot to assassi- 
nate President McKinley. Tbe men 
were found In one house. The plot la 
•aid to have originated among mem- 
bers of the Free Society and the Buffa- 
lo prisoner was selected by lot to com- 
mit the crime. 

A Hoboken man, who claims to be an 
astrologer, says be sent this message to 
tbe president while he waa at San 
Francisco: “Your wife will live anotb 
cr year— uotll about next February or 
March— but be careful of yourself. You 
will be shot or stabbed during lbe 
montb of June or else in September.” 

Tbe pistol used bv tbe would-be as 
aasaln waa of tbe double derringer va- 
riety, with two barrels, one for eacb 
bullet. Had tbe pistol been of a kind 
bolding more than two bullets lbe 
President probably would have been 
killed on the spot. 

Messages of sympathy for the strlck 
en president continue to flow into the 
State departmeot In Washington from 
tbe crowned heads, tbe various govern- 
ments, diplomats, statesmen and sol- 
diers throughout the world. 

The Impression that President Mc- 
Kinley Is strong physically Is said lo be 
a mistake. He has not recovered from 
last winter's attack of the grippe Be 
was a much sicker man than tbe public 
was aware of. 

Tbe Improvement In lbe president's 
condition was reflected in Wall street 
yesterday. Stocks advanced and tbe 
tone In all financial matters was one of 
confidence. * 

In nearly all tbe churches of the 
country Sunday special services were 
held and prayers were offered for tbe 
recovery of President McKinley.

IN all the annals of assassination, 
there bae never been one so causeless 
as the attempt on the life of President 
McKinley, which Friday afternoon 
shocked the entire civilized world. 
Elsewhere In this Issue the details of 
the horrible crime are given. In his 
own unassuming and democratic way 
the president, was receiving his fellow- 
countrymen In the Temple of Music at 
BulTalo. A well dressed fiend taking 
advantage of the time approached and 
as the bead of the greatest nation on 
earth extended bis hand tired two shots 
from a pistol concealed In a handker- 
chief. One struck him in the breast 
and glanced, the other penetrated both 
walls of the stomach. An anarchist, 
who gave his name as Leon Czolgosz, 
did the dastardly deed and h'e was ar- 
rested at once. He Is a German Pole, 
29 years old, lives In Cleveland, O , 
and claims to have acted on his own 
motion without accomplices, because 
be did not like the government. That 
it was a damnable plot, however, of 
those hell spawns of humanitv, the an- 
archists. there can be no doubt, and 
lready a number of them have been 
arrested, all being foreigners. The 
killing of a king might upset the gov- 
ernment, but no |>os«lble good could 
accrue to those who bate all forms of 
government and order, by the assassi- 
nation of a president of the Uolted 
Stales. The successor is provided for 
through many persons, and no matter 
if the president or those succeeding 
him be killed, “God reigns and the 
government at Washington will still 
live.” The attack on Mr. McKinley 
was therefore as foolish as It was des- 
picable. Besides the president's charm- 
iog personality should have warded off 
harm of the sort. He is eminently a 
man of heart, of geoerous Impulses and 
of noble bearing. He is loved by men 
of all parties for kindness, courtesy and 
patriotism, and Is recognized as a mod- 
el man for the head of a government of 
the people, by the people and for the 
people. The attack therefore falls not 
only upon Mr. McKinley, but upon the 
whole nation, and calls for the direst 
punishment. The perpetrator should 
not have been permitted to live a mo- 
ment after the crime. That Is one case 
where lynch law would have been thor- 
oughly justifiable and It ought to have 
been resorted to as there Is no adequate 
punishment for suoh fiends by the law. 
Should the president get well Czolgosz 
could only be given 10 years, the high- 
est penalty in New York for attempted 
assassination. Anarchy and anarchist 
should be wiped out of this country 
and If the law can’t do it, let the peo- 
ple act. The prayers of all good peo- 
ple and of a reunited country are as- 
cending to the throne of grace that the 
great and good mao, who has been so 
ruthlessly and dastardly stricken down 
snail soon be restored to health and to 
the country, which loves and honors 
him for the many noble traits of mind 
and heart for which he Is noted and 
which stamp him truly great. May 
God grant him speedy recovery and 
send death and damnation to the plot- 
ters against all governments and drive 
the last suspicion of anarchy from the 
land of the free and the borne of the 
brave. 

It Is gratifying to note that Prof. G. 
H. Russell won out In his fight for the 
prlnclpalshlp of the Richmond School. 
Except that be Is a democrat and a gen- 
tleman he would never have been turn- 
ed down by the republican school board 
In Lexington, where be was superin- 
tendent of all the colored schools. 
There was no intimation that he Is in- 
competent or unworthy, for he is a 
highly educated and accomplished Ne- 
gro. He is a democrat and had done 
good work for his parly, and that alone 
was sufficient to damn him in the eyes 
of the partisan board. From Lexing- 
ton Prof. Russell went to Richmond, 
where the same war was waged against 
him, and which Judge Scott has hap- 
pily put an end to. 



Chairman YOCNG has called a meet- 
ing of the State Cent! al and Executive 
Committees at Frankfort today to con- 
sider the question of a primary election 
to decide who shall be the democratic 
nominee for U. S. Senator. The call 
was made at the request of Smith and 
Whfeeler united In by Cantrill. Gov. 
McCreary raised valid objections at the 
late hour to a primary, but concludes 
b<s letter with the assurance that if af- 
ter a full hearing It is deemed advisa- 
ble he will submit his claims to the 
democratic voters a s be is a l so w illing 
uTgo before tbe Senator® and Legltlft- 
tors to abide the results of the action of 
tbe General Assembly < In democ ratic 
caucus and election by constitutional 
requirements. To a man up the tree, 
the scheme looks like an effort to throw 
down Gov. McCreary, who has the 
nomination won and It is hoped that 
the committee will not become a party 
to It. Gov. McCreary has voted more 
than once in Congress In favor of 
j amending the constitution providing 
for a direct vote of tbe people for Sen- 
ator and Is heartily In favor of such an 
amendment, but he does not think It 
fair at this stage of the canvass for tbe 
committee to change the present ar- 
rangements. Besides numerous nomi- 
nees for the Legislature have commit- 
ted themselves in favor of some candi- 
date and the nomination by a primary 
would hardly be fair to the members of 
the Legislature or the candidates who 
had thus oommitted themselves. Tbe 
people who have named their nominees 
would consider It an unwonted dicta- 
tion. The voters are not demanding 
a primary and.as the governor says, for 
the candidates to get together and the 
committee accede to their wishes In 
calling a primary would be a precedent 
In Kentucky that would have the ap- 
pearance of candidate combination 
against tbe constitutional rights of the 
Legislature to name the man for this 
■ office. It Is suggested that the primary 
| be held at the November election, but 
i even if held then It would necessitate 
a large outlay of money. Three thou- 
sand precincts at 98 a precinct would 
! aggregate 124,000 and this amount 
; would fall oo tbe candidates. Besides 
it would create much confusion and 
i discord and might militate against the 
I countv tickets. Let the committee 
j think twice and consider long before 
' granting tbe innovation. 

The city council of Harrodsburg 
j made a coup d’etat the other night 
| when it decided to appoint a city judge 
and attorney lostead of permitting 
J their election by the people The char- 
I ter 1^ so framed that the council can 
l choose as to the methods. Heretofore 
tbe council has allowed the people to 
elect the police judge and city attor- 
ney, but reserved the right to elect the 
mayor, collector and other officials. 
Acting on this rule the republicans 
went ahead and nominated candidates 
for the two offices, and there Is great 
kicking over the action of the council, 
but It will be like the silly perform- 
1 ance told of In Scripture. The vole on 
the question was 6 to 2, the Negro 
councilman voting with the democrats. 
The fight will now be for councllmen, 
but as three of the four wards are dem- 
ocratic, the result Is not hard to fore- 
tell. There Is a republican majority of 
200 In Harrodsburg, but the wards are 
so arranged as to overcome it. All is 
fair In politics as well as In love and 
the democrats are only doing as they 
would have been done by had the sit- 
uation been reversed. Good luck and 
success to them.
